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1. HAROLD LEVER (AGE 61) CHANCELLOR OF THE DUCHY OF 
LANCASTER AND SPECIAL ADVISER TO THE PRIME MINISTER ON 
ECONOMIC AND FINANCIAL MATTERS. LABOR MP SINCE 1945. 
ENJOYS CLOSE PERSONAL RELATIONSHIP WITH WILSON. A 
MILLIONAIRE SOCIALIST WITH A REPUTATION FOR SHREWD FINAN- 
CIAL ACUMEN, HE COMMANDS ENORMOUS RESPECT IN BRITISH 
BUSINESS AND BANKING CIRCLES. ARTICULATE TO THE POINT OF 
BEING A MONOLOGUIST, LEVER SUFFERED A STROKE IN DECEMBER

GAJTS KE LL, HE IS EXCEPTIONALLY BRIGHT AND ABLE. HE WAS 
APPOINTED IN MARCH 1974 TO HEAD UP A NEW "THINK TANK" 
CREATED BY THE PRIME MINISTER. IN CONTRAST TO THE CEN- 
TRAL POLICY REVIEW STAFF WHICH PUTS UP FORMAL LONG-RANGE

PAPERS TO THE CABINET. DONOUGHUE'S UNIT IS SMALL (6 OR 7

AS WILSON'S PERSONAL PRESS SECRETARY DURING THE YEARS IN 
OPPOSITION. HE IS INTENSELY LOYAL TO WILSON. PRICKLY, 
SUSPICIOUS, AND DIFFICULT TO DEAL WITH, HE IS GENERALLY 
DISLIKED BY THE LONDON PRESS CORPS. 

4. TOM MCNALLY (AGE 31) POLITICAL ADVISER TO FOREIGN 
SECRETARY CALLAGHAN. INTELLIGENT, ARTICULATE, TOUGH- 
MINDED, A MODERATE SOCIALIST, PRO-AMERICAN, PRO-MARKE- 
TEER, WIDELY TRAVELLED, ESPECIALLY KNOWLEDGEABLE ABOUT 
AFRICA. TOURED US AS INTERNATIONAL VISITOR GRANTEE IN 
1971. SERVED AS INTERNATIONAL SECRETARY OF THE LABOR 
PARTY FROM 1969 TO 1974. MCNALLY WORKED CLOSELY WITH 
CALLAGHAN WHILE CALLAGHAN WAS SHADOW FOREIGN SECRETARY,

MEETINGS AND IS RESPONSIBLE FOR ORGANIZATIONAL BACKUP FOR 
CABINET DELIBERATIONS AND DECISIONS. A MAN OF OUTSTAND- 
ING ABILITY AND GREAT DISCRETION. VERY KNOWLEDGEABLE 
ABOUT ECONOMIC SUBJECTS AND PARTICULARLY UK-EC RELATIONS. 
LED TEAM THAT RECENTLY WENT TO WASHINGTON TO DISCUSS UK 
DEFENSE REVIEW.

6. SIR DONALD MAITLAND (AGE 52) DEPUTY UNDER SECRETARY, 

FCO, SINCE MARCH 1974, WITH OVERALL RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
ECONOMIC AFFAIRS. HE WAS PRINCIPAL PRIVATE SECRETARY 

TO THE SECRETARY OF STATE FOR FOREIGN AND COMMONWEALTH 
AFFAIRS 1967-69, AMBASSADOR TO LIBYA 1969-70, CHIEF 
PRESS SECRETARY TO PRIME MINISTER HEATH 1970-73, AND 
BRIEFLY BRITISH AMBASSADOR AT THE UNITED NATIONS BEFORE 
ASSUMING HIS PRESENT RESPONSIBILITIES. HE IS ABLE AND 
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MAKES HIS POINTS CLEARLY AND WITH CONVICTION. HE HAS 
CONSIDERABLE KNOWLEDGE OF THE NEAR EAST AND A DEEP UNDER-
